Owners of factories are calling on technical 
departments for information which will 
help them to convert their plants to the 
production of commodities for which they 
can still obtain necessary materials. War 
information centers with thousands of pam- 
phlets and clippings are taking over space 
formerly occupied by departments less es- 
sential during the emergency. 


School libraries are taxed to the utmost 
to supply materials for courses of study 
which have been radically changed since 
schools closed in the spring. Books won't 
win the war, of course, but in these west 
coast areas, one feels very strongly that it 
couldn't be won without them.
